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Computation of Premium Pay 
For Overtime Purposes 


A comprehensive memorandum on 
the so-called overtime-on-overtime“ 
problem under the Fair Labor Stand- 
ards Act has just been completed by 
Association Counsel’s office. Public 
Law 177, which went into effect on 
July 20, 1949, provides for the method 
of computing overtime pay for work 
on Saturdays, Sundays, holidays, on 
the sixth or seventh days of the work- 
week, or for work outside of regular 
working hours, and the Wage and 
Hour Administrator has issued an in- 
terpretation of the new law. 


The basic question discussed in the 
memorandum is whether premium pay 
for work on Saturdays, Sundays, and 
holidays and for work outside of regu- 
lar working hours must be included in 
the computation of the regular rate 
of pay for overtime purposes, or 
whether such premium pay need not 
be included in the computation of the 
regular rate of pay but can be counted 
as overtime pay.

Substitute Bill for H. R. 562 
Introduced by Sen. O’Conor 


Senator O’Conor (Md.) has intro- 
duced a substitute for H. R. 562, the 
food and drug export bill, which would 
prohibit the exportation of food only 
when unfit for food or injurious to 
health or when the food is fraudu- 
lently labeled. The substitute was 
referred to the Senate Committee on 
Interstate and Foreign Commerce. 

H. R. 562 as passed by the House 
on June 20 would require that ex- 
ported foods must meet all require- 
ments of the Food, Drug and Cosmetic 
Act unless the exporter can show that 
any alleged adulteration or misbrand- 
ing is due to compliance with a law 
or standard in the country to which 
the product is being exported (see 
INFORMATION LETTER of June 18, page 
233, and of June 25, page 239).

Food Congress on Production 
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Jan. 29— Fred Waring Show 
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Navy Pamphlet Describes 
Canning to Supply Officers 


An illustrated pamphlet entitled 
Food Preservation, describing the can- 
ning process and other principal food 
processes, has been issued by the Navy 
for study by Supply Corps officers at- 
tending Naval Reserve instruction 
classes. 

Prepared for the Navy at the School 
of Business Administration, Harvard 
University, with the cooperation of 
the N.C.A. and the National Associa- 
tion of Frozen Food Packers, the 
pamphlet contains sections headed 
„Food Preservation,” “Canning,” “The 
Canning Process,” “Freezing,” and 
“Dehydration.” 

Canned foods are described as “the 
most important preserved food on the 
basis of consumption.” An explana- 
tion of the canning process points out 
that “careful selection of raw food- 
stuffs, a minimum of time between 
initial picking and final packaging, 
plus sterilization in airtight contain- 
ers make canned foods among the 
safest of foods.” 

The pamphlet also states: 

“To secure quality raw foodstuffs, 
many — canners work very 
closely with their supplying growers 
and set rigid —— s for the raw 
foodstuffs which they will accept. The 
nutritional value of canned food is 
protected by the short time lapse (3 or 
4 hours) between picking and canning, 
— modern canning processes are de- 

ed to protect t vitamin and 
~ — content. Although some of 
the natural nutritive elements in food 
are reduced by canning, as in any 
method of cooking, the addition of 
syrup or brine somewhat compensates 
for this loss.” 

The section on canning also lists the 
four most important United States 
grades for canned foods, and points 
out that Government purchases are 
based on such standards. 

Food Preservation is one of a series 
of pamphlets covering “Industries that 
Supply the Navy.”

Fred C. Pratt 


Fred C. Pratt, owner and manager 
of The J. W. Pratt Company, Farm- 
ington, Maine, died on July 31.

Total U. S. Foreign Aid 


Aid extended to foreign countries 
by the U. S. Government on a loan 
or other credit basis (excluding gifts 
and other grants) amounted to $1,138,- 
000,000 in the fiscal year 1949, com- 
pared to $2,694,000,000 in fiscal 1948, 
according to a compilation by the U. 8. 
Department of Commerce. The total 
of such credits in the entire postwar

merce on August 8, Association Coun- 
sel H. Thomas Austern pointed out 
that the bill as it passed the House 
would stymie the American export 
trade by requiring exports to adhere 
to all domestic requirements, most of 
which have no relevance to foreign 
tastes or desires (see INFORMATION 
Lerrer of August 18, page 278). At 
this hearing Mr. Austern proposed a 
substitute bill for H. R. 562 as it 
passed the House, and the exact lan- 
guage suggested by Association Coun- 
sel now has been incorporated in the 
O’Conor substitute. 

Under the O’Conor substitute bill 
a food product to be exported shall 
not be considered adulterated or mis- 
branded if: 


(1) The package is marked “For 
Export” or with the name and address 
of the foreign consignee; (2) the 
product is prepared and labeled in 
accordance with the regulations or 
customs of the foreign country to 
which it is being exported; (3) the 
food is not unfit for food or injurious 
to health; (4) the labeling is not 
false or misleading and its container 
is not so made, formed or filled as 
to be misleading; and (5) the food is 
not shipped in violation of Section 
404 of the Act providing for ship- 
ment only under emergency permit 
where the Administrator has found 
conditions hazardous to health to exist.

Net Farm Income, 1948 


With gross farm income up only 2 
percent and production expenses up 
10 percent, net farm income declined 
6 percent in 1948, according to esti- 
mates of the Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics. This represents the first 
drop in net income realized by farm 
operators in 10 years, BAE reports. 

BAE estimated gross farm income 
at $35,299,000,000, total production 
expenses at $18,556,000,000, and net 
income at $16,743,000,000. 


FOREIGN TRADE 


All Canned Foods Now Free 
From Export License Control 


All canned foods now are included 
in the list of commodities which may 
be exported to any destination in the 
world without a validated export li- 
cense. Certain canned meats, the last 
items remaining under export con- 
trol, have been removed from the Posi- 
tive List. 

All canned foods may be exported 
under the general license “GRO”, 
which requires only that a shipper’s 
export declaration describing the com- 
modity or commodities to be exported 
be filed with the collector of customs 
at the port of exit or with the post- 
master at the place of mailing. 


British Token Import Plan 


The procedure governing adminis- 
tration of the British Token Import 
Plan and the role of the Office of In- 
ternational Trade therein have been 
revised, and the new regulations have 
been published in the Federal Register 
of September 13. 


The British Token Import Plan 
permits United States manufacturers, 
their authorized agents, or other qual- 
ified exporters, with established pre- 
war connections in the United King- 
dom (England, Scotland, Wales, and 
Northern Ireland) to export to that 
area token shipments of specified com- 
modities, the importation of which the 
British government prohibited as a 
war measure.
